this turn of Times, the greateſt, 
in my opinion, and (I hope) the 
laſt is this: Whether or no it be 

lawfull for thoſe, who have ſworn Allegiance 

to the late King, to take this new Oath of All 
glance to King William.

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This is the great Scruple which, I find, can- 
rot cafity bettakern off by men eyenof ereateſt

Learning, and greateſt Integrity ; and if men 
there will remain no farther cauſe of Co” 


And although I Go not pretend to preſcribe 
Rules to others, who arc wiſcr and better than 
my ſclt, yet what 1 here write for mv own {:- 
risfaction, may perhaps /be ſomewhat ſatisfacto. 
ry too to ſuch whoſe want of leaſure, or other 
lets, may hinder then from making enquiry 
into the thing themlſclvyes. 


Firſt then, Therc arc two preliminary Quetti- 
ons neceſſary to be conſidered, in order to thc 
reſolving this preſent Scruple. 


Thekrft 1s, Whether or noI canbe 
gcr''obhged 'to a man by Oath, or tf 
when he: Hiinaſelf ; is divcſted of that Wocr' i. 
conſideration: of which I was by Cathy.or other- 
wiſe, &bhgcd to'him? And it is certain I can- 
Tor.” "Fhcthing is fo'common, and elcar, that 
itiecdsmor-much proving there: 'being daily 
Inſtances of the thing : For though a man 15 ob- 


(LL liged 
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liged to a Lord of a Manour, a Magiſtrate, or 
Maſter, fo long as they are ſuch, yet when 
they once ceaſe to be ſuch, and are ſuperſeded 
by Oaths, my Obligation, how ſtrong ſoever, 
doth then ccaſe, and I may a-new be obliged 
to the Succeeder. 


The next Queſtion is, Who is to be ownedas 
| ſupreme > He who was once our lawfull King, 
or he who by Force, or otherwiſe, hath dechro- 
ned this King, and 1s himſelf cated upon the 
Throne * 


And in my opionion, the Jaſt is ſupreme; for 
the bearing of the Sword 1s fo inſeparable from 
the ſupreme Power, that the very Life of Sus 
premacy conſiſts in 1t; and it is as improperto 

call him King who wants Power, asto call tum 
a man, who wants Reaſon. 


A King 1s-ſct over a People by God, as his 
Vice-gerent, and enducd with Power ſufficient 
to encourage and defend the righteous; and 
puniſh the wicked ; but when God takes from 
him all Power, ſo that he can neiher doe 
the one, nor the other, How can he be called 

B 2 God's 
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God's Vice-gerent, and Supreme ? Is not he 
rather to be called fo, and to belook'd upon 
to be ſuch, upon whom God hath transferr'd 
this Power ? 


And as he who 1s lawfully ejected can no 
longer lay any Claim to that Eſtate our of 
which he is cje&ted, but he is to be owned as 
Lord, who is lawtully poſleſt of it; fo when 

God, who hath the fole Diſpoſal of Crowns, 
and may give them to whom he pleaſes, doth 
diſpoſſeſs a King of aCrown,and puts another in 
his place,we are then to acquicſce. It's true, whilſt 
the thing 1s in diſpute, it1s the part of cvery hc- 
neſt man, to ſtand up for his King as much as 
he can, but when once the buſineſs 1s ended, and 
actuall Poſſeſſion given, (which could ncycr be 
without God's Fiat, who himſclt 1s the Judg 

of Kings, and putteth down one, and ſetteth 
up another,) there 1s then no farther Appeal to 
be made, or Writ of Errour brought, unlc(; 

we think we arc higher than God, and have a 
better Right to diſpoſe of Crowns then he; we 
are therefore to own him as ſupreme, whom 
God hath ſer up, and not obſtinately to ſtand 

put. for ham who 1s actually diſpoſleſt.

C i. : 
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Again : Since the Tribute, and Reycnues of 
a Crown are the Stipend of God, (if I may 
call it ſo,) appropriated by God to the ſupreme 
Powers, as his Miniſters, it being neceſſary for 
the ſupport of their Grandeur, and Carrying 
on of their Buſineſs, and therefore, St. Paul 
ſairh, They are God's Miniiters attending con- 
tinually upon this very thing: When then this 
Tribute 1s quite taken from one, and given to 
anothcr, ſo that it is impoſſible for him from 
whom it 1s taken to appear any longer as the 
Miniſter of God, and carry on his Buſineſs,God 
then ſeems to me to have actually diſcharged 
ſuch an one from his Service, and to have pitcht 
upon the other to be his Miniſter, to whom the 
Tribute 1s paid : And thercfore it ſcems clear 
to me, that he 1s to be owned as Supreme, and 
God's Miniſter, who actually poſlefleth the 
Throne, and the Appurtenances thereof ;, and not 
he who was once King but 1s now difpoſleſt : 


As for that nice Diſtinction of a King de jure, 
and a King de fafto, I look upon ut to be amere 
Chimara, and no way practicable. A mancan- 
not ſerve two Maſters, as our Saviour faith.:; 
We muſt ſuppoſe this King de jureto be Kang, 

an 
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ind.if he be 4 King, he muſt be acknowledged 
for ſuch, and have all the Honour and Service 
paid him: which 1s: due to a King. 


Again: The King de fafto muſt be acknow- 
kdged too to be a King, and being fo, muſt 
be hononred and ſerved as a King; now what 
cary a man doe in this caſe ? If he ſerve the one 
he muſt neglect the other, if he cleave to the 
one, he muſt forſake the other ; he cannot 
ferye them both, they both laving Claim to the 
fame Services. Since then it 15 1impoſlible to 
ferye chem both, there can be no ſuch thing in 
Nature as two Kings, a King de jure, and a 
King de fafo; tor we know that Nature dc- 
figns an End to all her Af&tions, bur there can 
be no ſuch Action where the End is impoſſible : 
The Query is then, Since there muſt be bur 
one King, which of the two is he ? The King 
dejure, or the King de fafo* Ir 1s certain the 
laſt 1s he. 


* My Arguments this : Aﬀairs cannot be ma- 
aged by Fancy, and Suppoſitions ; there muſt 
be-a&ting in the caſe : Now a King de jare is 
etdy'an'empry Title, and cannot act, the whole 
p: + Power 
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Power of Acting being in the King de faffo ; 
and therefore unleſs you think you- can lvoup- 
on mere Notions, you muſt of neceffity-have 
rccourle to the King de fafo, and own him as 


Supreme , ſince he 15 only in a capacity to 
act. 


And whereas 1t 15 ſaid, That the Crowncan- 
not be torteited, . and that therefore a King 
whillt he Ives cannever ceaſe to be.King ; :Once 
Iſing, and allways King. To this I anſwer: 
Grant that 1t cannot legally be forteited, and 
that though the Law obliges the King, yetit 
cannot puniſh him ; and that the:Law-hath ſo 
tenced about the Perſons of Kings, thatit.1sim- 
poſſible in the ſenſe of the Law, for aKingup- 
on any Treſpaſs whatever to forfeit his Crown; 
and that there is-no Subject can offer any Via- 
lence, or attempt any thing againſt the Prero- 
gative or Perſon of the King, but at the ſame 
time he becomes a Treſpaſler of the Law, and. 
by the Law 1s puniſhable; gran all this 'I fay, 
that the Laws of the Land do, as much, as they 
can, ſecure the Right of Dominion ; in the Ber 
ſon of a King, and his Succeſlors, fo that as far 
as they can make him), he 15 King de jure ; yet 

jure 
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jure they can never make him fo abſolute, but 
that God hath ſtill a Right above him, and Po- 
wer to depoſe him ; and whenever he doth it, 
the Right, and Power, which were by Law de- 
rivd, or ſecur'd to that King, muſt then ceaſe, 
and be null : And therefore (in my opinion) 
let ſuch a King, and his Abetters pretend 
to what they will, and lay Claim to the 
Crown as much as they pleaſe, by virtue 
of this and the other Conſtitution of Go- 
vernment, yet ſuch Claim 1s quite out of 
doors, when there is another King de fadto ; 
and the King de fatio 1s King de jure, and claims 
under a far greater Right ; tor it 1s Jare divino 
that Kings reign, but it is only Jure humano that 
they are hereditary, or ele&ive, that there 
1s this or the other ſort of Government. TItiscer- 
-tain therefore, thar though 1t be granted, that 
the Crown cannot legally be forfeited, yet it 
may be otherwiſe loſt, and ſeized on; God may 
- makea Forfeiture of it, and diſpoſeot it towhom 
He pleaſes ; otherwiſe there can be no Conque- 
rour in the World can have any Right to the 
Crown, which he conquers. 


But 
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But you will ſav, A Conqueror is one thing,” 
and an Uſurpcr 1s another ; you will own a; 
Conquerour to bc fypreme, even when the- 
conquered King 1s Iwing; but you will not 
own an Uſurper to be fo : And thus (I know) 
many will talk, but (if I may be fo bold as to 
ſay fo) its juſt at random, never knowing,nor 
weighing what Reaſon there may befor the one 
more than the other : But I am refolved, with 
the little Wit I have, to pauſe upon things 
better, before I ſwallow them down fo incon- 
ſiderately. Let us then compare the Con- 
querour and Uſurper together,and ſee wherein 
the Exccllency of the one lics aboye the 
other. 


And firſt then, Grant that ſome Conque- 
rours have at firſt been on the defenfive tide, 
and have had juſt Cauſe of War, yet they 
were not fo juſt to giye over, when they have 
got ſufficienc Reparations ; but being hear- 
tened with Succeſs, would admit of no Terms, 
but wene ſtill on, till they had ruin'd their 
nighbouring Prince : This (I am furc) was 
neither juſt, nor lawfull ; and yct, being Con- 
querours, their Supremacy 1s owned : But 

C wheres 
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where there is one who at firſt hath had juſt 
Cauſe of War, there are many of them for 
this one who had not, but invaded their 
Nighbours purely out of Ambition, and a dc- 
ſire ro enlarge their Dorimions : This ſurely 
was unjuſt, and yet their Supremacy 15 owned. 
F ask-then, What is the cauſe why we may 
lawfully own their Supremacy ? Is it the un- 
lawfullneſs of their War? No ſure ; that cannor 
be it. What can it be then 2 Truly nothmg 
elſe, but becauſe they prov'd victorious, and 
poſlcſt themſelves of the Throne. Now then, 
itaConquerouristo be owned as Supreme be- 
cauſe he is pofleft of the Throne, though his 
War was illegal; I ask, Why an Uſurper 1s 
not to be owned as Supreme, when poſlcſt of 
the Throne, thongh he too came illegally to

Irs true, you may ſay, you louk not upon 
an illegal War to be ſo heinous as Rebellion ; 
1-grahe-ir; bur yer I look upon them both 
t0''be- unlawfull Means of coming. to a 
Crown.

The truth of « is, though the Lord car- 
not be the Authour of the Evil of Sin; yet he 
is the Authour of the Evil of Puniſhment.-Cax 
there be evil in the City, (faith. Amos,) :axd the 
Lord hath not done it? And Godin whoſe Pow- 
cr alone it is to puntth Kings, may puniſhthem 
as well by the Hand of aRebel,asan Invader. We 
have ſo many inſtances ofthis, and thoſe ſo ckar- 
ly owned by God. too, that it is not tobeque- 
ſtioned ; and he hath too as clearly owned 
theſe very men to be ſet up by him, and to 
be his Kings, who (though they had no good 
deſign of their own in it) were yet defigned 
by him, for the Puniſhment of thoſe other 
Kings whom they diſpoſſeſt. And when they 
are thus ſet up, ſurely they are Supreme, and 
are to be owned as ſuch, unleſs we will prove 
©, and fight againſt God. And there- 
fore, if wefirſt have recourſe to examples ta- 
ken out of the Scriptures of the Old Teſta- 
ment, we ſhall find, that chough Rebells (for 
ſuch they were, when they did it without a 
ſpecial Commaion from God) . did riſe up; 
and kill their Kings, and poſleſs their Thrones, 
that the People -were yet ſubject .unto'them ; 
and they arc liſted = the othicr _ 
il 2 an 
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3nd their: Reigns ſet. 'down as Kings in the (a- 
cred Cronicle,but (it's true) with the infamous 
addition top - of the Treaſon which they 
wrought. And when ic pleaſed God thar 
they ſhould be ſerv'd in the ſame kind, yet (of 
ſofanctifying a nature 1s the Enjoyment of 
the Crown) even the perſons of thoſe Uſur- 
pers were by it accounted fo ſacred, that even 
they who rebelled againſt them, following 
their example, are by the Holy Ghoſt bran- 
ded for 'Traitors, and puniſh'd accordingly. I 
ſball for brevity fake referr you to the Scri- 
pture it ſelf, where you ſhall find Examples 


of this in many, 1f not in moſt of the Kings 
of Iſrael. 


But to deal fairly, as one who 1s not wed- 

ded to his opinion, but deſires to inform 
and be informed, there is oneinſtance amongſt 
the Kings of Iſrael which ſeems to make a- 
gainſt me; and it 1s that of Zimri, who 
killed E/ah,and was himſelf within ſeven days kil- 
kd by Omri, whom all the People of Iſrael 
aſſiſted. But we muſt conſider, that he was

But there is another Example amongſt the 
Kings of Fudah, which ſeems to make tmucti 
more againſt me, and to be' the very Caſe in 
hand. Athaliah, the Queen-Mother, , her 
Son Ahaziah, King of Judah, being dead, q- 
roſe, and deſtroyed all the Seed Royal, and 
poſſeſt her ſelf of the Throne; and reigned 
ſeven Years, (a conſiderable time to haye en- 
ded all Diſputes, if the Cafe had not been ex- 
traordinary ;) Jehoſhebah, his. Aunt, having 
ſaved Joaſh ; the only Son of Ahazzah that 
was Icft unkill'd, hid him all that;time's and 
then Jehojadah the Prieſt acquainting the chick 
Officers with it, brought him forth, where, 
with an unanimous conſent, he was forchwich 
proclaim'd ; with the ſhours of which procla- 
mation, Atbaliah being allarm'd, and inceriſed, 
runs into the Temple, and ſceing the-young 
Kingupon the Throne, deth therein her own 
right, her ſelf being Herald, forthwath ipro- 
claimthem Trayors,.cry1ng, ..Treaſer, Zreaſen:; 
bur they were ſo far, from taking! notice of 
any thing of a Claina which: ſhe,made. tq,thc 

Crown,

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Crown, - ox of ther ' Acrufation' df Treafon 
which ſhe laid againſt them, that, as Jehoja- 
dah had before ordered it , ſhe was forth- 
with taker out; and exectited. "And certain- 
ly. either this inſtance'-or-none'will be able to 
make our, That' Uſurpers, when ſeated upon 
the Throne, are yet to-be depoſed, and the 
King de jare' only- ro be owl . Ard Thave the 
rather quoted this inſtance, becauſe 1 I expect 
it may be-inſtaneed againſt me ; and therc- 
fore refolved throughly to diſcuſs 1t, as well 
for my-own, as for the Satisfaction of others. 
Bur'though it ſeems to-make ſo much againſt 
me, and though I have ſet it out as much as 
I could, to 6 advantage of the contrary
